It 
Is certain that the Scandinavians.had 
an established Jury system more than 
a thousand years ago. The Norznans 
on their arrival in England found pre- 
vailing there the ordeal of hot Irons, 
which enforced -.the • carrying of a 
pound of heated metal by the accused 
for a riTen distance, and the ordeal 
•f hot water. In which by way of 
variation a »tcn» had to be withdraws 
from a ipteher of boiling water. No 
attempt at reform In this direetioa 
was cade by William t_i Conqueror.
